They prayed, and their prayers did beate the skie, | 
though they cuuld nut lay the tempeſt, They werenot as 
many of vs bee when we pray vnto God, without a lence 
of their danger, or without great deſire to obtaine their 
requeltes, What an hypocrilie is this that is common a- 
mong vs, to haue vehement ſpeeches, and loud cryes, and 
long prayers, without lively affection within.

ivy pollelling him , what a mercy of thealmightie did /o- 
nah thinke it ? But before hce conuerted the Niniuites, hee 
was more to be humbled, fuller co be ftrengthened, bee- 
ter euery way to be prepared, Therefore God would 
haue the (eato waſh him, the Whale to faſt him, and yet 
miraculoully ſafe to preſerue him, that being purified, 
might pray feruently, and being deliwered, tinde power,

No verily , from the Cedar 
thatis in Lybanon, cuen to the Hyſop that groweth out 
of the wall, yea,cuery one that bringeth not toorth good 
fruite is hewen downe and caſt intothe fire ; itis a righte- 
ous thing with God, to render vengeance to thoſe that 
diſobey him,andto deſtroy ſuch as haue forfaken the Law 
by cuerlaſting perdition, 
Behold, the Lorde ſhall come in the great and latter 
day of judgement, when none ſhall eſcape his judgement 
ſeate, with cloudes ſhall hee come, and euery eye ſhall ſce 
him, even they which pierced him thorow, ſhall alſo waile 
before him, being ſummoned all to appeare moſt feare-

The fourth,is his patience and long ſuffering,which is 
not ſlacknelle, as ſome men account ſlacknetle: but is pa= 
tience,becauſewillingly hee would haue no man periſh, 
but gladly would haue all men come to repentance, 
Hee is content to [tay our leaſure, till we ſeeke and pray

Vnto 
the Leuites in the time of the Law , the Lord appoynted 


cities of refuge, to lignifie that the Miniſters houte ſhould 
be the poore mans harbour,and his ſtore their treafure:but 
thetruc Mivilters gf our dayes haue nocities of refuge for 
others, for they haue none tor themſelues: they haue not 
| wherewith io relieue the wants of others, . for- they have! 
- not torelicue their owne. | 

When Martha had thus entertained Chriſt as hec 
was man, into her hauſe, CMHarie began to entertaine him 
as he was GOD, into her heart, ſhe lat at hi" feetetoheare | 
his preaching , for no ſooner was Chriſt come into the!

Thus in Chriſt we haue the patience of a good paſtour, 
andin ary, the patterne of a goud hearer, Ler Mini- 
ſterslearne by his example, totake all occalions to preach 
the word, to bec inſtant in ſeaſon and our of ſeaſon: and let 
Chriſtians learne by her example, tirlt co ſeeke the king- 
domeot God and his rightcouſneile, and then to prouide 
for the things of this life. 

| While Mary was carefull for the foode of the ſoule, 
Hartha was curious to prouide foode tor the body, her 
greateſt care was to entertaine Chrilt, and to make him

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good cheere, to tellifie her thankfull mind vnto him that 
had doneſo great things for them, hee had rayſed her bro. 
ther Lazarxs from death to life, therefore hee was worthie 
to bewell entertained, | 
If Elias deſerued to bee well delt withall at the hand 
of his hoſtetſe, whoſe ſonnghee had reſtored to life : or 
Elſpa delerued fach entertainement for her ſonnes reui- 
ving , thenſurcly onr Sauiour Chriſt is worthy to be wel- 
come hirher , where hee had -rayſed Zawarns out of his 
Pan wherein hee had lyenby the ſpace gf toure dayes 
ore, 

Ie was well done therefore of Xorhe ro ſhew her 
thankfall mind'vnto Chriſt, bur it was noe well done ar 
thattime coſhew her ſelfe thanktull in that manner: it was

| It was not vnlawtull for Martha to labour, no more 
then it was vnlawfull for Fetey to fleepe : but when Chrilt 
was preaching, it was no time-for herto be ſobulie in ſer- 
uing, no morethen it was timefor Peter to ſleepe, when 
Chriſt willed him ſo earneſtly to watch and pray. When 
Chriſt preached out of Simens ſhippe to the peopke that 
ſtood vppoa the ſhore, it was no time for Peter to play the 
fiſherman, But when Chriſt had left ſpeaking, and com- 
manded him to launch into the deepe, then it was time for 
Peterto let downe the net. 

There is a time wherein we cughtto labour in our vo- 
cation, and a time wherein we ought to heare the word, & 
as we may not vtterly negle& our lawfull callings tofolluw 
ſermons,ſo mult we not beſtow the Sabboth,which is con- 
(ecrated to the {:ruice of God, 'in following the workes of 
our vocation. Allthings haue theirappointed time ( ſfayth 
the wiſe man ) Ec.3. and cuery thing ts ſcemely in his con- 
| uenient ſeaſon, but when thinge: are done prepoſteroully, 
and out of order, there followeth confulion, | 

Although Aartha did not heare Chrift, yet did (hee 
labour tor Chriſt : many in our dayes will neyther labour 
for Chriſt, nor heare of Chriſt : but as the Iſraclites were 
wearie of their journey in the wilderneſle, and loathed that 


excrciſe,and are ſoonecloyed with the word of God. 

The five fooliſh Virgins waſted cheir oyle to no pur- 
poſe, and while they went to buy, were excluded the ma- 
riage : and theſe fooliſh men ſpend this time of grace vain- 
ly and wantonly, as though after this life there were no 
time of Juſtice and vengeanceto bee feared, The day fer- 
ueth for their pride or profite, the night is ſpent in ſport 
and plecaſurc, and no time is left to heare the Word, 
When wee are praying, they are playing : vv

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| tie, and then excuſcth, , yea, and commendeth Afaries 
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wee arepreaching, they are cating and drinking, like the 
olde world, that cate and dranke, chat married wiues, and 
gaue in marriage, while Noh was preparing the Arke, for 
the ſauing of his huuthold, And as Zaals Prieſts woun- 
ded themlelues, to ſeruetheir idols; (o theſe men take dan- 
gerous courſes , and (trangely trouble themſclues to {erue

Now Martha findeth her ſelfe agriened, and begins 
to enutc her lifters exercile, as /oſephs brethren enuied him 
for his dreames: & the ſonnes of 1/>as, that dildained their 
brother Daxid,tor his forwardneg in the combate with Go- 
liah. 

Theſe two liſters, that in other things agreed ſo well 
together,in this doe differ ſo much,that Chr:{t mult hauc 
the hearing of the marter, and decide the controuerlie : 
Martha playerh 'the plaintife, and accuſeth her litter. 
Mary the ectendant, anlwereth by her aduocate, and 
Chriſt himſelte that cooke vppon him the othice of an ad- 
uocate, is become the Judge, and giueth ſentence on 
CHMaries lide-: Martha complaineth of her liſters tloth- 
fulneile, and feemeth after a fortto blame our Sauiour 
for winking at it, requiring him to ſee the matter redrel- 
ſed ſpeedily, But Chriſt reprooueth Afarthaes curieli- 


care. 
In Martha it appeareth pow willing weeare to pleaſe

Thus aplentifull yeare doth dammage him, and a hard 
yeare doth vantagethem, So this painefull man is faine 
toliue poorely, fare meanely, goe barely, houſe homely, 
riſe early, labour dayly , (ell cheape, and buy deare, that I 
may truly ſay, that no man deſerueth his living better, 
no manfulfllech the law ncerer: that is thou ſhalt get

Therefore he ſhould not beemocked for his labour which 
hath vexation inough though all men ſpeake well of him :

religion , doe-not thinke themlelues ro good to Go any 
good thing, 

Heere note by the way, that none of Neabs ſonnes 
are ſaydto begin this worke , but Noab himlelte: theold 
man, the hoary head and caretull father begins to teach 
the reſt, and ſhewes his ſonnes the way how they ſhould 
provide for their ſonnes, and how all the world after 
ſhould labour and triaucll, till they returne to duſt: 
lo the olde man whome age Ciſpenſeth withall to 
take his eaſe, is more willing 'to prouide for the wants 
of his children, then they are which arc bound tola- 
bour for themſelues and their parents too, as the Stgrke 
doth feede the dam when ſhee is olde, becauſe the dam 
fedde her when ſhee was young. What a ſliame is 
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and ſtrong , that the Father ſhould bee called a labourer, 
when the fonnes ſtand by ? Now the ground was barren 
becauſeof the loud, and could nut bring foorth fruite of 
it felfe, becauſe of thecurſe : therefore it pittied Noah ro 
ſeethe deſolare and barrennetle, and ſlime vpon theface 
of the earth, which he had ſcene fo glorious and (weere, & 
fertile, with all manner of hearbes and fruits and flowers 
before. Therefore he ſ(etteth himſelfe to manure it,which 
waited for nothing now, but a painefull labourer to till 
and drefle it , that it might bring torth delights and profics 
for (infull man,as it did before, 

By this wee may learne to vſe all meanes for the ob- 
exyning of Gods blellings , and not loole any thing 
which wee might haue or ſauce for want of paines: for thar 
is {inne,as Se/omon noteth in the 24, of the Prouerbes, 
when hee reprouerh the (lothfull husband-man, becauſe 
lis felde brought foorth nertles and thiſtles, in (teade of 
grapes , not becauſe the ground would not beare grapes, | 
butbeceufe che Gouthfull man would not ſet them. Shall | 
God commaund the earth and all his creatures to in- | 
creaſe for vs, and ſhall not wee further their increaſe for | 
ourſelues ? As wee mcreale and multiply our ſclucs, (o | 
wee are bound to ioyne hand and helpe, that all creas | 
eres may increaſe and multiply too, ur elſe the fathers 
thoutd rate the childrens portion, and in time there 
would bec nothing left for them that come after: this 
regard Noh ſeemeth to leaue vnto his poſteritie, and 
therdfore hee gave himſelfe vnte hugbandry , which is 
cummendedinhim vnto- this day , and ſhall bee recor- 
&d of him ſo long, as this booke is read : whereby wee 
arewarned, thathee which livech onely ro himſclfe, is 
rnetto bee refmembred of them which liue after : Bur as 
Duwd cartd how the reahme (ould bee governed after 
His death;apwellas heedid during his ite : fo though wee 


dieund Jepartyhis' world, yerwer ſhould leaue that exam- 
| ple 
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ple, or thoſe bookes,or thoſe works,behind vs, which may 
profit the Church aad Commonwealth whea we aredead 
and buried,as much as weedid when weliued among them 
"Euen as N-ah planted a vineyard, not tor himfelte , but 
for the ages te come after. 

Some doethinke that Ne«h planted the firſt vineyard 
-and drunkethe firſt winc, aad that there was no vic of 
grapes before: which opinion they are led yato,that they 
might excuſe Noah and mitrigate his tault, it hee didſup 
too deepe of thatcup, the (treagth and operation where- 
of was not knowne vnto him, nor vato any man before, 
But iris not like, that the excellent liquor and wholſome 
iuyce of the Grape did 1lye hid from the world ſo many 
hundred yeares, and no duubt but there were vines from 
the beginning , created with other trees: for how could 
No«h plant a vineyard, vnletle he had (lips of other vines 
or grapes that grew before , ſceing hee did notcreate fruits 
but plant fruits as we doe? For this is principally to bee 
noted,thatiolvone as he had oportunitie to doe good, 
hee omitted no time, but preſently afterthe fioud was/ 

one, and that theearth began to dry , hee plyed it with | 
ſeedes, and wrought it tiil heſaw the fruits of his labour, | 
By this we learne,, to omit no occalion to doe good, bur | 
whenſocuer wemay doe good , to count it linne if we do 
it nor. 

But if we be ſo exerciſed, then all our works ſhall pro- | 
ſper like the vineyard of Noahybecaule the truit of the vine | 
doth cheate the countenance and glad the heart of man. | 
Therefore ſome haue gathered ypon the xlanting of this 
vineyard, a (ignification of gladnefle and thankfulneſle in 
Noah for his late deliverance , as the Tewes by their ſo- 
lemnefeaſtcs did celebrate the memoriall of ſome great be | 
nefit, but 1 rather iudge, that GOD would haue vs (ce 
intl:is example, hat men did in thoſe dayes,and how wee 
are degenerate from our parents, that wee may prepare a- 
| gainſt che fiie,as Noah prepared againit the water. , 
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This is woorthy to bee noted too, GOD 
did not {o regard his husbandrie, but that he had an eye 
to his drunkenneſle, and ſpeakes of his fault as well as 
his vertue, whereby wee are warned, that though God! 
bletle vs now while wee remember him, yet he will cha-; 
ſtea vs {o ſovune as wee forget him : though wee beeina 
good name nowe, infamie will rife inan houre: though 
wee berich atthis preſent, pouertie may come preſently 
though wee be whole while wee be heere,, yet wee may fall 
licke before night, euen as Noah is prayled in one verſe, 
anddiſprayſed in another : cuen now God commends him 
for his lowelinclle , and now diſcommends him for his 
drunkennetle; as though hee had torgot all his righrteoul- 
nes,ſoſoone as hee had linned, and would call in his praiſe 
againe, 

This was to ſhew, that Noah was not faued from the 
flood becauſe he deſerued to bee laued, bur becauſe God 
had fauour vato him: for hee which was notdrowned 
with water, was after drowned with wine, As the Pha. 
riſes when they had done well, were proude of it, and lo(t 
rheirreward , ſowhen 7Yoab had done a good worke, he 
ſpotted itwith lin, and was diſprayſed wherehe was pray- 
(ed, as though God had repented him that hee commen- 
ded him, Hee planted well, but hee drunke not well : 
therefore that which was good, did him no hurt : then 
ſeeing hee was trapped with a good worke whatſoeuer we 
doe, we may remember how ealic itis to lin, if we mille in 
the marter, ur in themanner, or time, or place, or mea- 
ſure, as Noahdid , Heewhich planteth the vineyard is 


_—_ to talte of the grape: butif thou haue tound ho- 
ny, (ſayth Salomon )eatenuttoo much,lealt thou ſurfer, So 
if thou haſt found wine,drinke not too much , leaſt thou 
ſurfer. A little wines better then a greatdeale,and if thou 


wilt follow the Apoltles counſell, thou mutt drinkeit but 
for thy ſtomacks ſake, leaſtthat happen to thee, which!

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| Though hee wereneuerſo righteous before God, = 
' men, though he uy the deſtruction, which lighted | 
vpon all theworlde, though hee had all the foules of the | 
ayreand beaſts of the land at his commauad, though hee. 
palled the pilgrimage of man nine hundred yeares, yet 
Noah was but a man : fo ancient, [o righteous, ſo migh- 
tie, ſo happie, No«h ſhewed himfelfe but a man, for driuk- 
ing the wine which himſclfe had planted, hee was drunk- 
en, This was Noh; fault, he was drutiken with his owne 
wine, as Lot was defiled with his owne daughters, It 
(ham is fonnes had taken too much, and ſtript himlelte 
as his father did, the holy Ghoſt, would {carce haue ſpo- 
kenofit, becauſe hee was a man ofnote , but when the 
father forgat himſclfe, aud gaue this offence, marke the 
maner of the holy Ghoſt as though hee would ſhew you 
a wonder: hee diſplayeth Noaks druakennelle, as Chan 
diſplayed hisnakednelle: asif hee would ſay, Come and 
ſeethe (trength of man. Hee which was counted fo righ- 
teous, hee which belecued the threatning like Zoe when 
the relt mocked, heto whomall the foules of the ayre and 
the bcalts of the carth flocked in couples as they came to 
eAdam, hewhich was reſerued to declare the iudgements 
of God, andto begiuthe world againe : Nea# the exam- 
ple of ſobrietie, the example of moderation, is ouercome 
with drinke,as if he had neuer beene the man, How-eaſi 
how quickly theiuſt, the wiſe, the prudent, hath loſt his 
ſenſe,l1is memorie, his reaſon, as though he had neuer bin 
the man, 

And how hard is it to auoid ſinne, when occaſion is 
athand, and pleaſant opportunitie tempteth. to linne? 
it is calier tor the bird to goe by the net,then to breake 
the net: (o it is calier for a man to auoyde temptati- 
ons, then to ouercome temptations : therefore GOD 
forbad Balaam, not onely to curſe the people as Balak 
would haue him, but hee forbad him to goe with ZBalaks 
(cruants, knowing that if hee went with them, and ſaw the

| pet, is ſlaineas ſooneas he which commeth to tight : ſo the 
' fame wine diftempereth Noah, which hath diſtempered 
ſo many lince, Where hee theught to rake his reward and 


blot ypon him , which (tickes faſtciil chis day , like a barre 
in his armes, (v long as the uame of Noah is ſpoken of, 
that wee cannot reade of his vercue, bur we mult reade of 
his ſinne : whereby cuery man is warned to receiue the 
gifts of God reuerent!y, to vie them ſoberly, and roſan- 
Qifie himſelfe, before hee reach forth his hand vnto them 
that they may comfort and profit vs, with that ſecret ble(- 
ling which God hath hid in chem : or cle cuery thing, the 
bel gifts of God may hurt vs, as the pleaſant wine (tai- 
ned and confounded che great Patriarch , when hce de- 
lighted too muchin it, which hee might haue drunke as 
Chrift did athis laſt ſupper, and this diſgrace had never 
beene writen in his ftorie: but GOD would have a 
fearefull example like rhe pillar of ſilt, ro ſtand before 
thoſe bealtes, whoſe onely frite is ro make tryal!, who 
can quaffe deepelt and ſhewe all thier valiantactle in 
wine, 

| Becauſe there is ſuch warning before vs, nowe wee 
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taſte the fruire of his owne hands, God tet an eucrlalting,| 


hauc. 
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| haue the Drunkardin ſchooliug, 1 will ſpend the time 
that isleft, to ſhew you thedeformitie ofthis ſinne , If a« 
ny heare me which hauc beene overtaken with it, letthem | | 
not maruell why hee cannot loue his enemies, which lo- | 
ueth ſuch an enemie,as this, which leadeth till hee reeleth 
duls him till hee bee a foole, and (teales away his ſenſe, his 
witte, his memory,his health, hiscredite, his friends: and ' 
when ſhee hath (tripped himas bare as Noah , Then ſhee 
expoſeth him like Noah to Cham,and all that ſee him doc | 
mocke him ; it is a wonder almolt, that any man would ' 
be drunke that hath ſcene a drunkard before, ſwelling and | 

fing,and foming,and ſpuing, and groucling like a bealt | 
For who would bee like a bealt tor all the world ? Looke | 
vpon the drunkard when his eyes (tare, his mouth dri- 
uels, his tongue faulters, his face flaines, his hands trem- 
ble, his feetercele : how vgly, how monſtrous , how loth- | 
ſome doth he ſeerve to thee? So lothſome dolt thou ſeeme | 
to others when thou art in like taking. 

And how lothſome then doeſt thou ſeemeto Ged ? 
Therefore the firſt lawe that Adam receiued of God, was 
| abſtinence, which if hee had kept,he had kept all vertues 
belide,but intemperance loſt all. In abſtinence the law 
came to Moſes,and hee falted when he ceceiued it, to ſhew 
that they which receiue the word of God, recciue it ſo- 
berly . A temperate man ſeldom finneth, becauſe the 
fzh which doth tempt, is mortifed, leaſt ic ſhould rempt: 
but when the handmaide is aboue the miltreile, and a man 
hath loſt the image of GOD), and ſcarce retaineth the 
image of man, all his choughts,and ſpeeches,and ations 
mult needes bee (inne,and nothing but linne, becauſe the 
band of vertue, ſobrietie, is broken , which keptall toge- 
ther : whendidft thouwant diſcretion to cenlider? when 
didſt thou want patience to forgiue? When didit thou 
want continencieto refraine? When did(t thou want 
heart to pray , but when ſobrietie was fled away , and in- 
rermperancie filled her roome? It ſhame let to linne, ir 
caſteth 
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caſteth' out! ſhame: if feare ler-to linne, it calteth out 
fearc: if love erro linfteit expulleth loue, if knowledge ler 
to linne, it expulſeth knowledge, like a couetous Land- 
lord, which would haue all to huntelfe and dwell alone, 

There is no linne, but hath ſome ſhew of vertue, one- 
ly che ſlinae of drunkennetle is like nothing but linne : 
there is-mo finne butalchough it hure the fſoule, it beau- 
tifeth thebody, or promiſerh profit , or plealure,or glo- 
4 or ſomething to his ſeruants : onely drunkennelle is 
v impudent, that it deſcrieth it ſelfe: ſo vathanketull 
that-it maketh nv recompence: ſo noylome that itcon- 
ſumeth the body, which maketh finners ſpare leaſt 
they ſhould appeare to bee linners. Euecry linne defileth 
a man, but drunkennelle maketh him like a bealt : cue- 
ry linne defacetha man, but drunkennelletaketh away 
the image ef man: cuery liane robbeth a man of ſome 
vertue,. but drunkennelle ſtcaleth away all vertues at 
once: euery (inne deſerncth puniſhment, but drunken- 
nefſevpbraidesa man, while the wine is in che ſtomacke : 
and though hee would dillemble his drunkennelle, yet 
heisnotable to ſet a countenance of it, bur the childe 
| deſcrieth him, the foole knowes that he is drunke,becaule 
his face betrayeth him , like the leprolie which braſt 
out of-che forchead : fo worthily hath hee loſt the opin» 
| on of ſobrietic,which hath loſt it ſelfe, His ſonne thinkes 
himſelfe more maifter nowe then his father : his ſeruanc 
| makes hima foole: his children leade him like a childes 
| hiswife vieth himlike a ſeruant, and although his drun- 
' kennefle leaueth him when hee hath ſlept,yet no man 
ſeekesto himfor counſell afrer, mv man regards his word, 
' no man reckons of his judgement, no man is perlwaded

play. Therefore, as Chriſt ſayd, remember Zots wife,ſo 1 
ſay remember Lot, one houre of drunkenneile did him 
more hurt,then all his enemies in Sodom : remember Noah 
one houre of drunkennes diſeouered that which was hid 
lixe hundred yeares, Ten times more —_— be faid againſt 
this vice: but if I haue ſaid enough to make youabhorre it, 
I hauc had as much as I would. 

Some goe about to excuſe Noah becauſe hee was an 
old man, and therefore might ſoone bee taken cupſhot: 
ſome becauſe the., Wines, were hotter in thoſe coun- 
tries then they are with.vs, ſome becauſe of his chaunge 
of drinkes, which had not woonted himſelfe to Wine 
before : fome becauſe as moſt men delight in that which 
by great labour they hauc brought to paſſe of them 
ſelues, 

So no maruell though Noah had a longing to his owwne 
grapes,following herein the example ot a curious cooke 
which doth ſup and ſup his broth, totaſte whether ir bee 
well ſcaſoned,that he may mendir if hee can,or mend the 
next: but asthe Flie by often dallying with the candle, at 
laſt ſcorcheth her wings, with the flame, fo taking , he was 

raken,and art laſt wasdrunke: yet this is imputed-ro him 
for his fault, that he was drunke, as the puniſhment which 
followes doth witneiſe , Such is the prouidence of God, 
that his mercie might be glorified in all, hee hath conclu- 
ded all vnderſinne, & ſuffered the beſt to fall,that no man 
mighttruſtin his owne ſtrength, and that we ſeeing thei, 
repentance may learne to riſe againe, how greiuous ſoe- 
uer our {innes bee. 1f wee hane beene Idolaters, if adulte- 
rers, if perſecutors, if murmurers, if murtherers, if blaſ- 
phemers,if drunkards : e Faron,and IMoſes, and Lot, and 
Abrahiaw, and Danid, and Salomen, and Peter, and Pani,

Noahs drunkenseſſe, 
and Neah,have bin the like, who raigne now in the king- 
deme of Chrilt with his Angels, and ſo may we, if wee re- 
pent like them.T heſe cxamples, ſaith Pas/, are not writ-

Thus you haueſcene Noah fober, and Noah drunken 
where we may ſee that a man'may bee drunke with his 
owne wine, hee may ſurfet with his owne meates, he may 
lult with his owne wife, he may offend with his owne gyfrs 
his owne houour may make him proud, his owne riches 
may make him couctous , his owne (trength may make 
him venturous ,his owne wit may make him contentious: 
therefore as the childe pluckes out the (ting before hee 
takes the hony ; lo let euery man, before hee recciues the 

gifts of God, lit downe, and looke what baytes 

what ſnares, what temptations Sathan hath 
hid in -them,and when hee hath taken 
out the ſting , then cate the hon 
and hee ſhall vie the blef- 
lings of Chriſt,as Chrift 
did himſelfe,
